One finds on visiting the sacred piles which ornament our towns and 
cities, that the notion of an altar claims the attention of worshippers even 
yet, and whether costliest constructlonE or simplest' of tables, there they 
stand, set up in the name of the Living God. But what do they mean? 
What do the people apprehend with regani to them? Can a carMnter 
make an altar, or a mason chisel one from atone? Can the goldranith u8- 
sign and mould a place for the worship of Almighty God? Does the 
Most High wait on thj accomplishments of cunning craftsmen ere .

Extracts f/om Commander Eva Booth's Declaration of Loyalty 



SOME readers of The Wnr Cry will 
have noted statements, which 
have been published in certain news- 
papara, ques'tioning ihe loyalty 6f 
Salvfttionists in the United States. 
Hitherto we have not deemed the mat- 
ter of sufficient moment to refer to 
it in this journal, and that our at- 
titude has been fatly justified is 
proven by the fact that the absurdity 
of the suggestion has been its own 
grave digger. There are no more 
loyal and devoted Sah'ationists in the 
world than the Oificers and Soldiers 
in the United States, and why it 
should have been repeated with such 
curious persistence and apparent ill 
will in certaid newspapers leaves us 
amazed. 

We feel sure, however, that, a state- 
ment published in the New York "War 
Cry,' by. Commander Eva Booth, 
whose life-long devotion to The Army 
has nevec been questioned within our 
borders, will be read with pleasure, 
for although she has not received 
orcters to farewell, it is clear where 
she stands. 

"Where do I atami?" is the question 
she asks. Reviewing various stages 
in her long service, and recalling her 
ready obedience at all times tb the 
orders of her General, she says: 

"/ Btand by The Flag my Father, 
oar Founder, lifted, tlie principles he 
laid down as the fou-ndatioti of our 
Organization, and by my brother, The 
General, oar Founder's Successor . . . 

"I stand where I stood token lay 
Father made known to me his desire 
to tall nte from London and to eerxd 
me across the sea to lake cliarge of 
Canada ..." 



Again: "When our old General oe- 
eared me that the appointment [to the 
United States] earned hia judgment, 
and that God ivmihl be my Strength 
and Gwde (for I realiuM the greatness 
of the Command and its Ulimitabte 
lypportumties for The Salvation 
Amy), I accepted orders vntk a de- 
tortsinatum to do my beet that has 
not died. 

"I stand where I stood at the last 
International Congrees, eight years 
ago, when I told our present General 
that J was unchanged in 'my loyal ad- 
herence to The Salvation Army system 
of change ofOffieers, when the inter- 
ests of the War required it. 

"And again, I stand where I stood 
two years- ago, when [.The At'iiiy'e 
work in] this country was reorganised 
and the question of my farewell was 
discussed. That, although to leave 
America would be the hardest thing I 
had ever been- called on to do, j/et mj; 
loyal heart was unchanged, and when 
in The General's judgment the time 
came he woiUd find me 'at attention,' 
ready to obey orders. This is where I 
stand today." 

"The War Cry" regrets that it 
should be necessary to refer to this 
matter at all, but as questions may 
have been raised in the minds of 
some through the statements in the 
newspapers, we give with pleasure 
this complete and decisive answer on 
the point. The Commander concludes 
her statement with the words : "When 
the orders for my leaving America 
come, I shall carry them o»t without 
hesitancy and shall co-mrrmnieale tltein 
to my dear people without delay."

Christianity is the Absolute Religion—the only true and 
justified religion— It is the reality of what heathenism 
sought and seeks, and what Judaism hoped and hopes for

/CHRISTIANITY means the religion 
^ of Christians — the doctrines 
taught by Christ. It is a world of 
, thoQghts, which have been working in 
the minds of men up to the present 
hour. Christianity is an all-affecting 
chan^ of our entire mode of thought, 
and 'observation; it is a transforma- 
tion of our entire social system, a 
renewal of our inn^r Ufe; In short, it 
ia a vorld of effects, which are mat- 
ters of daily experience. But above 
alt. It iB the rehgion of Christ; and 
as Professor Hurley has well said, 
"^o teaoh a child that which Is wise 
iB morality; to teach it that which is 
both wise and beautiful, that is re- 
ligion." The Christ&n religion is the 
source whence flows that stream of 
blessinga, of which even they who per- 
haps oppose or ridicule the Christian 
faith partake, Christianity is the ab- 
■olate religion — the only true and 
JustiAed religion. As soon as Chris- 
tianity ceases to declare itself to be 
the only true"religion, it destroys its 
power, and dcmes its right to exist, 
for it then denies its necessity. 

The old world concluded with the 
qaeaion, "What is truth?" and the 
nenr era began with Christ proclaiming 
as on answer, "I am the Way, the 
Truth, and the Life." This truth is 
the confession of the Christian faith. 
The forins which this faith assumes 
may alter, the human nations by 
which it seeks to express itself may 
^uingc; but Christian faith must de- 
clare itself to be the unchaJigeable 
tnith. It must affirm that this truth 
is the answer to the old questions of 
human rature, and that all the re- 
ligions which have been its predeces- 
sors were merely prelimiaaiy and 
preparatory, and have found iii it their 
aim and goal. Heathenism was the 
seeking religion, Judaism the hoping 
religion; but Christianity is the reality 
of what heathenism sought, and Juda- 
ism hoped for. 

Christoanity is the religion which. 
In the person of its Founder, actually 
realizes that union of man with God, 
which every other religion has striven 
after, but none attained. To seek God 
is the origin of all rsUgion. Men can- 
not cease from seeking and enquiring 
after God; it is the distinctive marie of 
homanity, and the idea of the one 
God is primitive and fundamental. It 
ia true that individuals may deny all 
religions, just as individuals may deny 
all iwman affection; nevertheless, it is 
as essential to man to be religious, as 
to love. As a man^cannot live without 
his fellow-men, neither can ho live 
without God, By God we live and 
move, and have our being. Religion 
i£ the chief concern of the whole man, 
and. of Us whole life — its home is in 
man's inmost soul. We are all made 
by God, and for Him, yet in this ab- 
solute sovereiprnty He has but one 
aim— ;the spiritual perfection of the 
individual, the purification of his -life 
and conscience, his union with wiiat is 
true, the salvation of his soul. He 
di«wa men to Himself for their high- 
est good. 

lersel was a nation of hope, and 
its reUgion, the religion of hope; the 
Hope of Israel became a fact, and was 
realized at Bethlehem. This is the 
essence of Christianitar, and its essence 
oondsts not In an idea, not in mere 
thoughts, but in a fact, and in that 
fact Jesus . Christ, our Saviour and 
Mediator. Jtiis t'erson may be aaslg- 
nated as the essence of Christianity; 
in fact, He is Himself Christian!^. 
Christianity requires us to live only 
for God, and to devote ourselves to 
iM other hnt Hint.

Christianity is 'the doctrine of Sal- 
vation, it is a Divine power, renewing 
every aspect of life.

Is to 
be abolished. 

Christianity is at war with every 
evil passion in the human heart; it 
descends into its innermost recesses, 
and strikes at the root of everything 
that would defile or pollute the soul 
of man, such as seliiEhness, prido, 
malice, jealousy and envy. When we 
say "Christianity" we do, in effect, say 
Jesus Christ, and what Christianity 
means is to bow before Him in humil- 
ity, reverence, and honor as the only 
true and everlasting Saviour of us all.

The Home Training of Children 

BY MRS. GENERAL BOOTH '

"The duty of the jmrents to their children is so to govtm, influence, 
and jTispire them t/iot they shall love, serve, and enjoy God, and in conse- 
quence grow up to 6e good, holy, and useful men and women. — THE 
Founder. 

I SHOULD like to visit you in your homes, and give you some counsel, to 
which I believe you would listen with a willing and kindly ear; but I 
must content myself with these printed words. Yoii are much in my mind 
and heart because I know many of yourxares and anxieties; even more 
because I am sure tbat the future^ welfare of the world, and especially of 
Christ's Kingdom, rests to a very large extent in your, hands; What a 
child has become by the time he is six or seven, owing to his home influences 
and training, very largdy determines what he will be as a man. The 
mother's is a great responsibility. An important trust-from God is in her 
hands! ', ,„ -^ 

Perhaps some one is saying: "But my children are so difflcultl You 
cannot say anything more hopeful. If they were easily managed It would 
probably be because they lacked health, will power, and individuality! Those 
who will both do and be the best in life are generally strong-willed, ener- 
getic, and determined little beings who need careful and wise training. 

^ Vital Lesson 

It is vital that a child shall be taught obedience in the hone. Yet 
it is no unusual thing for a mother to say to ow visiting Officer that she 
longs for the time to come when her little childl^n will be old enough to 
go to school in order that tiiey shall be taught obedience! 

Obedience must be taught, but not at the sacrifice of a child's will 
power. Have as few rules, give as few orders as possible, but never allow a 
breach of those rules or a disregard of those orders. In the past the mis- 
take has often been made of teaching ol>edience in-such a way as to destroy 
a child's will power and reasoning faculty. For instance, I recently readan 
illustration given to indicate the excellent way in which a certain father 
was supposed to have trained his children. To me it was a frightful 
illustration! 

The fatlier and little 'boy of four were in the garden looking at the 
flowers, when some one called the father away. He sat the little child on 
the doorstep, bidding him wait there till his return. But the business on 
which the father was called aw^ was important, and absorbed his mind 
and attention for the remainder of the day. ' In the evening, as runs the 
story, he returned and found the child sitting on the doorstep. True or not, 
this story, in my mind, illustrates the principle that it is wrong to teach an 
absolutely blind obedience. 

Intelligent Disobedience 

In warfare, how often in a. crisis the day has been saved by an in- 
telligent diaobedience of orders. Unexpected, elements in the situation have 
arisen, or some aspect not taken into account by the one who gave the 
order, has been gaug™ in a lightning flash by the officer who has to carry 
it out. Relying on his own alert brain, at the risk of his life and honor, this 
officer has intelligently understood, and therefore intelligently broken 
through his orders. .,; '; ■ 

Let children be taught to understand and'.;a^6pt the principle of 
obedience without violatiiig their reason and intelligence. How many chil- 
dren_ have been taught to recite 'The boy stood on the burning deck!' a 
poetical effort, I suppose, to uplift obedioice. 

You all know the story. The father, in command of a warship, oirdered 
his young son, a midshipman, to a certain point on deck. Fire broke out. 
The father was killed. The whole ship was ablaze. Because not released 
from the order, the lad stood at his post and perished. We do not want 
children to be tuuglit obedience after that pattern. At the same time, to 
teach prompt obedience is absolutely necessary. 

A Significant Story 

Many are the stories which tell how a child saved his own life and the 
life of otiiers by prompt obedience. I remember one story which impressed 
my mind as a child. A number of children were running down a mountain 
side. Some one informed the parents who were following behind that at 
the foot of the sloj>^_there was a dangerous precipice. The 'mother whose 
little boy was running ahead of the others called out 'Stop I' 

Her boy had been trained to prompt obedience. He instantly stopped, 
arid because he stopped the oth^r children stopped also. They were close to 
the precipice, and had he not been trained to prompt obedience his life — 
the lives of all those children — might have been forfeited. 

Memember, that it is not wise to reason with children until they have 
reached the age of reason. ^Prompt obedience mu^t be taught to young chil- 
dren, because it is n^essary to their well-being and safety. There should 
be penalties for disobedience. 

V.'hcr.cvcr ycu o^s, gi".'o s rcsssn fsr ysur con-jcandc to children irho 
are old enough to under^nd. To the tiny child, who wants to stand upon 
the cushioned seats of a railway carriae;e, you are right in saying 'Get down. 
You must not do that.' But if the child is old enough to reason^ you should 
go further, and say: "Don't you see, when some one wants to sit there, the 
dirt from your boots will soil their elothing?' lii this way you bring the 
child over on your side. ^

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THE PEN-GEM OF THE WORLD 

God's Law Boole of Commands and Penalties — His Cheque Book of 
Promises and Rewards — The Revelation of God to M^xi

I HOLD in my hand a Bible which has 
been my constant companion for the 
: last 47 years, since my conversion in 
one of Moody's meetinj^s in the Agricul- 
taral Hall, London, ,in March, 1875. It 
has had to be rebound five times, in 1881, 
1885, 1895, and 1921. It has one or two 
features which I -would recommend to 
those of you who are Bible students. 

1. It is printed on paper which can 
be marked and underlined with an ordinary 
pen and ink, which does not show througli. 
There is some difficulty in getting such 
a Bible now, because the custom of mai'k- 
ing Bibles has largely gone out of fashion. 
The thin India paper mostly used makes 
it almost impoasible to properly mark the 
Bible without spoiling the page and show- 
ing through. Unfortunately, I am told 
that there is no demand for the mai'kable 
Bible, Tlie two things necessarily act and 
react upon each other. Insist on having 
at least one Bible that you can mark, and 
make it a constant companion. Take it 
wherever you go. It viiW indeed prove to 
be "a lamp unto your feet and a light unto 
your path." 

2. JMy Bible has the date on each page. 
This is veiy convenient and helpful, and 
enables one to follow the historical order 
of events, especially in the Old Testament. 

'3. It has marginal references, but not 
a concordance. For this purpose I prefer 
to have a separate "Helps to the Sti'.dy of 
the Bible," published by the Oxford Press. 
The latter contains useful infoimation and 
a concordance in a compact form. For 
home use I have a large concordance, 
which gives the Hebrew and Greek equiv- 
alent of all important words. 

4. To those who know Greek I would 
also recommend the use of a pocket Greek 
Testament. It often throws new light on 
the text. 

5. In committing passages to mem- 
ory, I would strongly recommend the 
learning of . entire^ chapters rather than 
detachea verses, mose which I have my- 
self found most useful for memorising 
are — 

(1) The Sermon on the Mount — 
Matthew, chapters v. to vii. 

(2) The Last Words of Christ to 
His Disciples — John xiv. to xvii. 

(3) Christ's Epistles to the Sev- 
en Churches in Asia— Revelation 

(4) From the Epistles — Romans 
viii. and xii. ; I. Corinthians xiii. ; 
Ephesians vi. 10-20; I. Thess. iv, 
13-18; IL Thess. ii. 1-12; He- 
brews xi. 32-40, and xii. 1-15 
James i.; I. Peter v. 1-10; I. 
John i. 

(5) From the Psalms — i,, ii., xix.. 




xxiii., xxiv., xxxii., xxxiv., Ii., 
Ixxxiv., ciii., and cxxi. 
(6) Fi-om Isaiah^-Chap. i. 1-27; ii. 

2-5; 1. 5-10; liii.;lv. 
(7X From Joel— Chap. ii. 11-18, and 

28-32. 
(8) Fi-om Malachi — Chap, iii, 1-4, 
and 16-18, and Chap. iv. 
By going over these at least once 
eveiy month, I am able to retain them in 
my memory, which is by no means natur- 
ally retentive. The mind is like a box. If 
we leave it empty, it will be filled with 
"vain thoughts," or woree. If, on the other 
hand, we convert it into a jewel box and 
fill it with precious stones from Ciod's own 
Word, we shall increase its capacity for 
good. 

The Bible is the Pen-Gem of the 
World. Apart altogether from its religi- 
ous value as the Revelation of God to Bian, 
it is a wonderful book, from whatever 
angle we regai-d it. 1 want us -to consider 
it to-day f ror.i the following standpoints— 

I. As the Pen-Gem of the World's 
Literature. 

II. As the Pen-Gem of the World's 
Poetry. 

HI. As the Pen-Gem of the World's 
History. 

IV. As the Pen-Gem of the Worid's 
Religious and Moral Teachings. 

V. The Holy Ghost sa its Interpret'"'- 
L The Bible is the Pen-Gem' of the 

World's Literature. 
Apart from the Bible, there are three 
great and ancient Literatures, which have 
been the wonder and admiration of the. 
World — namely, Sanscrit, Latin, and 
Greek. In the providence of God I have 
been obliged to study all three, and have 



had to pass difficult examinations in them, 
when preparing for the Indian Civil Ser- 
vice, and I wish to say from my own pe^ 
sohal knowledge of them that there is not 
in any one of ,them anything that can be 
compai-ed tor literary, poetical, historical, 
V or moral excellence to the Bible, 

But lest you should think that I am 
prejudiced, let me quote the words of that 
ripe and accomplished scholar,.Sir Moniev 
Williwns, after he had devoted more than 
forty years to the patient and sympathetic 
study of these books and' tjieir religions. , 

Speaking of the Hindu Vedas, the 
Mohammedan Kui'an,..the Buddhist Tripi^ 
taka, the Confucian Texts and the Zend 
Avesta of the Zoroastrians,;;Sir Monier 
uses these weighty an^ reniarkahle words: 
"These non-Chiistian^BiUes ai«--air derelep- 
mentH in the wPone direction. ^They all begin 
with EOide gashes of true- llght,-:Bndi end in ytttr 

of your study table but place'^r own 'hbTt 
Bible on the right side—sll by itself— all alone-^ 
and with a wide gap betweep. v' ■ "^ 

"It requires Bome ttmrige to appear intot- 
erant in these dftya of flabby coraproDiise tad 
milk-and-water concession, but I contend that ... 
there is a gulf between the Bible and (he m- 
called sacred booba of the East, which aeveca tie 
one from the other utterb', hopelessly, and for 
ever — not a mere rift which may be eai^y closed 
and acrasg which the Christian 'and non- Christiin 
ntay shake hands and interchange similar ideM 
in regard to essential truths— but a veritabiegiilf 
which cannot be bridged over by any ecience e( 
religious thotight— yes, a bridgeless chasm, whjth 
no theory ot evolution cala'ever spaiil 

"Go forth ye MisdtmarieB, in your Mastei'e 
Name! Go forth into all the. world, and after 
studying all its false leligicnB and i^loeopUes, 
fearlessly pFocIaira ' to suff^rinB- haiaanity.' tbe
